WHAT MAKES TRAMPS. 


Society is largely to blame for 
the tramp nuisance.

| TEXAS NEGROES ON THE WAR-PATH 


HILL AND TELLER. 


The Senator Prods the Secre- 
tary With a Pointed Pen. 


Interesting Items of Foreign and 
Domestic News. 


(PRESS DISPATCHES TO THE GAZETTE.| 


WASHINGTON, April 30. 

The unpleasant personal relations 
which it is understood have for some 
time existed between the Secretary of 
the Interior and Senator Hill of Colo- 
rado have at last manifested them- 
selves in such a way that wide pub- 
licity will be given to the causes of 
their disagreement. Senator Hill, 
who has been greatly irritated by mis- 
representations of his language and 
purposes by Secretary Teller, as well 
as by the removals of his friends from 
positions in the Interior Department, 
has written a letter to the Secretary, in 
which he complains bitterly of the 
latter’s behavior toward him and 
attacks vigorously Teller’s manage- 
ment. Hill gives his opinion of the 
mismanagement of the department. 
Beginning with his personal griev- 
ances, he charges Secretary Teller 
with attempting to place him in a false 
and unpleasant position by causing to 
be published unfair and inaccurate re- 
ports of his statements and requests. 

He asserts, furthermore, that the 
Secretary has been guilty of violation 
of ordinary courtesy in repeating to 
newspaper correspondents for publi- 
cation that which had been said to 
him in a private interview. After re- 
viewing carefully the position taken 
by "Beller in the last campaign in Col- 
orado, Hill takes up the Secretary’s 
administration of the affairs of the 
Interior Department and subjects it to 
a detailed criticism and severe censure. 
Referring to the lease of the Yellow- 
stone National Park, he says Teller 
revised and dictated its terms and 
‘hen allowed his Assistant Secretary to 
take all the blame and public disap- 
proval which followed its execution 
after Congress had ratified the lease. 
The Secretary evaded both the letter 
and spirit of the law and practically 
gave the Rufus Hatch syndicate a 
monopoly of the entire park. 

In dealing with questions which 
arose in connection with the public 
domain, and particularly those grow- 
ing out of lapsed land grants, he 
charges Teller with acting in the in- 
terest of the great monopolists and 
against all interests of the Govern- 
ment and the people. He also asserts 
and attempts to show that Teller has 
been connected with a number of land 
frauds in Colorado. In conclusion he 
reviews the manner in which the pat- 
ronage of the Interior Department has 
been dispensed since the appointment 
of Teller, and cites a number of in- 
stances in which persons notoriously 
unfit and incapacitated have been 
given places, while experienced and 
able employes have been without any 
assigned reason dismissed. Among 
the latter he refers co Albert Johnson, 
late Surveyor General, a gentleman of 
high character and fine attainments, 
who, he says, was dismissed by Teller 
because he would not award survey- 
ing contracts to the latter’s friends. 

New YORK, April 30. 

The Tribune publishes the substance 
of Hill’s letter to Teller. He says: 
Since your entry into the Cabinet 
you have on more than one occasion 
sought to place me in a false position 
by securing the publication of cun- 
ningly devised interviews in special 
dispatches, newspaper letters and the 
like, concerning Colorado matters. 
While you have attempted to conceal 
your hand, your connection with 
this mode of attack is easily traced. 
With immense patronage at your 
command but little difficulty will be 
experienced in continuing this per- 
sonal warfare. Unscrupulous persons 
may he easily found who, in consider- 
ation of what you can best owe with- 
out cost except to the Government, 
will be quite ready to respond to your 
demands in this direction, 

In dispatches it has pleased you to 
picture me as jealous of yourself. 
Permit me to say that if there be any- 
thing in your career, either socially, 
professionally or politically, occuring 
before or since you became Secretary 
of the Interior, warranting pangs to 
the heart of any reputable citizen, I 
fail to discover it. Certainly there is 
nothing which should gangrene one 
with jealousy of your connection with 
the last campaign in Colorado, in view 
of the fact that your protracted ab- 
sences from Washington to engineer 
the nomination and election of a Gu- 
bernatorial candidate resulted in the 


ging your official robes through the 
sewage of ward politics, as you did re- 
peatedly during that campaign, was 
that it was necessary in defense of the 
administration, and yet the adminis- 
tration was nowise in question. 
The harvest of your campaign in 
Colorado in so-called defense yielded 
a Democratic Governor, a Democratic 
State Senator from your own county, 
aud the choice of Tabor as Senator in the 
Congress of the United States. I am 
reminded that after the meeting of the 
Republican State Convention in Sep- 
tember last it was patent in Denver, 
and commented on in the public 
prints, that Mr. Meldrum, who now 
succeeds to the office of Surveyor Gen- 
eral, had withdrawn bis candidacy for 
the Gubernatorial nomination in favor 
of your friend Campbell in consider- 
ation of pledges that he should re- 
ceive an important Federal position. 
Had your candidate stated this fact to 
the President, explaining that the re- 
moval of Johnson and the appoint- 
ment of Meldrum were consequent 
upon a political bargain, it would have 
been at least truthful and manly. 

Pending the first session of the 47th 
Congress, when 800 or more clerical 
positions in the pension office were to 
be filled, you notified Republican 
Senators and Representatives that 
two places each were at their com- 
mand. After these appointments had 
been thus disposed of you awarded a 
large proportion of the Reveral hun- 
dred remaining clerks tothe opposing 
party. Of five timber agents ap- 
pointed by you from Colorado one is a 
defaulter of the Postoffice Department, 
against whom the Government has 
obtained an uncollectable judgement 
of some $6,000, and yet he is permitted 
to draw bis salary in violation of the 
express statute to the contrary. Ove 
of these appointees had recently been 
removed from the railway mail ser- 
vice for gross negligence of duty, a 
fact of which you were fully advised. 
The activity of some of these persons 
during the late campaign strongly 
suggests that they are much more 
earnestly at work in furthering your 
political schemes than in suppressing 
timber depredations. ö 

H. H. Eddy of Summit county, 
Col., appointed Special Assistant 
United States Attorney for New Mex- 
ico, and the appointment of Peck as 
traveling examiner or agent for the 
Pension Office, are cited as cases in 
point. Of like purpose was your ac- 
tion in the case of Wilcox, whom you 
sought to inflict upon the people of 
Colorado as United States Marshal, 
notwithstanding there were papers on 
filein the Department of Justice, in- 
cluding the testimony of one of the 
most respected citizens of Denver, 
demonstrating his total unfitness for 
any place of honor or trust. Failing 
in this you embraced the earliest op- 
portunity to appoint him to the San 
Carlos Indian Agency, where he has 
lost no time in maintaining bis pre- 
vious reputation and in which effort 
it seems he is protected. 


Murderous Biacks--Three Negroes 
and a White Man Killed. 
MARSHALL, Tex., April 30. 

At Gladwater two negroes tried for 
a trivial offense and convicted were 
ordered to the jail at Long View. 
Officer Bradshaw had them in charge 
at the railway depot, waiting for the 
train, when an attempt was made to 
rescue them. Bradshaw, fearing trou- 
ble, had summoned two citizens to 
aid him, and a general firing resulted, 
during which officer Bradshaw and 
three negroes were killed. In re- 
sponse to a telegram a sheriff and 
posse from Long View repaired to the 
scene. The negroes are armed and 
defy the officers. It is feared more 
serious results may follow. 


A Slugging Match in which One 
Man is Fatally Beaten. 
CHIcAo, April 30. 

The police learned late to-night that 
a prize-fight occurred near the lake 
on Sunday, between John Kelly, a 
New York bruiser, and Rodney, alias 
Yank Cuaningham, a bartender for 
Alderman Appleton. It wasa slugging 
match from the beginning. Eight 
rounds were fought in 26 minutes, and 
both men were dreadfully punished. 
Kelly had his face cut and nose 
broken. Cunningham lost four teeth 
and it is believed had his skuil frac- 
tured. The fight was awarded to 
Kelly. It is believed Cunningham 
will die. The police are in search of 
Kelly.

THE NEW VALVE MOTION. 


The Old Forty-Eight on the Read 
and Working Finely. 
The Record-Union says Master 
Mechanic stevens has recently ob- 
tained a patent on the valve motion 
recently described at length in the 
GAZETTE, aud which may revolu- 
tionize the engines of the world. 
It is for side valves, and consists in 
having a valve foreach end of the 
cylinder operated by independent 
valve stems. The stems are con- 
nected with a carrier bar at a point 
between the steam chest and the 
rocker. The carrier is connected 


with the cross-head in such a wa 
that lap and lead are given to — 
valve independently, and remains 
constant for all points of cut-off. 
Motion is given to the rocker by 
one eccentric, and the engine is re- 
versed by an intermediate connec- 
tion working above or below the 
eenter of the recker on its outside 
arm. The result of this arrange- 
ment is to give a variable motion to 
the valve in its travel that resem- 
bles greatly the effect produced by 
an independent cut-off motion; the 
effect being reduced by less than 
one-half the number of connections 
and with the use of but one eccen- 
tric. The indicator cards taken by 
this motion show a more economic 
use of steam than is obtained by 
the shifting-link motion, the valve 
opening quick to receive steam and 
maintaining a free expanse to the 
point of compression. One engine 
has already been fitted up with the 
new motion, and is now a service, 
running between Sacramento aad 
the Bay. It gives perfect satisfac- 
tion. It is elaimed that by the new 
motion much more power can be 
obtained with the same amount of 
steum than by the motion now in 
use. It is also less expensive for 
construction, and being much more 
simple is less liable te wear or to 
get out of order. This is a problem 
which mechanics in the Hast bave 
been trying to solve for many years.
